Crops and M arkets tells of a suc­ 
cessful co-operative effort 
as

“ Members of 
the 
Potato 
G row ers’ Association at 
Falmouth, 
Mich., have evolved a plan for lh** 
orderly m arketing of their po tat >ea 
through the medium of a single sea­ 
son pool. 
’I he jio**1 period beg ins 
with December I and closes 
with 
Ju n e 30 of the following year. 
At 
the beginning of the pool period, a 
careful estimate is made of the total 
quantity of potatoes to be m arketed 
and then one-seventh of this quantity 
is shipped every 
month regard:; ss 
of w eather conditions, m arket con­ 
ditions, or price. 
As a car is s Ti. 
the returns are placed in the bank* 
and at the* end of the month 
set­ 
tlem ent is made w ith each member 
on the basis of one-seventh of the 
potatoes he has listed with the asso­ 
ciation. 
At the end of the seven Ii 
month, such adjustm ents 
are rn,al­ 
as are necessary because of minor 
over or under estimates. The claims 
made for this method of m arketing 
and pooling are: ( I) Every mem*.cr 
r ct ive.; the average season price for 
his potatoes; 
(2) 
the grow er gets 
some money every m onth; (3) over­ 
head expense is reduced, as the w**rk 
to he done in loading and shipping 
is the same for every w'-ek in the pool 
season aud wastes occurring because 
o f rush and slack period are avoid­ 
ed; (4) t ie grow er is relieved 
of 
worry regarding the ups and downs 
of the m arket, as he is sure of 
the 
average price of the season 
he ju st 
hauls Ins potatoes to the warehouse 
as convenient throughout the season;
